) July 2nd. The "Dog Days" of summer were upon us again. The 
humidex was off the scale. While the Second Century Building 
is air conditioned, there was still serious cooking going on as 
the Chandran Institute for 2002 — 2003 got underway. 
Carrying forward from the immense success of the 2001-2002 
Institute, this year, twenty-one teachers from Ridley and sever- 
al from The Upper Canada District School Board assembled in 
Chandran Fellows, Rhys Jenkins and Jim 2CB for three weeks of intensive professional development.

workshop. Generously funded by The Chandran Family Foundation, the 
Institute delivers a staff training experience that is unique in the world. Participating teachers remain 
connected for a full year engaging in on-going action research, embedded in their daily work. 
Teachers are encouraged and are formally supported as they collaborate to develop multidisciplinary 
projects that require students to publicly present their work to outside experts. 





Participants were invited to explore a range of research in best educational practice. They viewed 
examples of successful programs that naturally integrate information technology with problems that 





stretched the learning of students beyond fundamentals to original research, and solutions to signifi- 
cant real-world problems. 


Teachers took workshops dealing with learning and teaching styles. The goal will be to create curricu- 
la that addresses the learning styles of all students in equal measure. 


The Institute probed the research related to the effective implementation of Project-based Learning, 
Mastery Assessment and Contract Learning. 


Teachers also explored advanced curriculum models. They practiced them in 
front of a video camera, while their colleagues made observations and gave feed- 





back. Teachers could review how they are seen by students and revisit the appli- 
cation of new techniques. This combination of peer-coaching and micro-teach- 
ing sessions has the highest rate of training transfer. All participants took advan- 
tage of the time to plan classes and materials they will use next year. 
Furthermore, the Chandran Institute provided each teacher with a collegial 
environment in which new practices could be tested. 





For the first time, the Institute added a leadership component to the syllabus. Aimed in part at the 
large number of Department Heads attending this year, the sessions were also targeted to teachers to 
give them the skills essential to program team leadership in the school. 


In summary, the Chandran Institute for 2K2-2K3, has started a new group of educators (Research 
Fellows) as they work to integrate research-based pedagogy, information technology and professional 
habits of mind. We wish them well in their endeavours over the coming year. 
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t the end of March break this year, | was fortunate 
' ena to attend the World Individual Debating 
and Public Speaking Championships. I had qualified 
through my performance at the Internationals in 
Winnipeg last October, and so traveled to Johannesburg, 
South Africa, as part of the Canadian team. 


I arrived in South Africa late at night, with no idea 
what time it was, having traveled through far too 
many time zones! However the following morning | 
was a little more awake, and met the rest of the 
Canadian team for the first time, as we all set off on 
an eight hour bus ride to Michaelhouse School, in 
the Kwa-Zulu Natal region of South Africa. Driving 
through the most spectacular landscape I had ever 
seen, including the Drachensburg mountains, was 
incredible, particularly considering only a few days 
ago | had been in snowy Canada, and I was now in a 
climate of about forty degrees! 


Michaelhouse is a famous boys boarding school, with 
a beautiful campus and many sculptures and court- 
yards. When we arrived we met many of the debaters 
from other countries, including competitors from the 
USA, England, Cyprus, Israel, Zimbabwe, Pakistan 
and Botswana. The actual competition began the fol- 
lowing day, so there was little time for sleeping as the 
first event began at around 8am. Two days of inten- 
sive debating, public speaking, impromptu speaking 
and interpretative reading followed, though there was 
plenty of time between events and in the evening to

get to know the other participants. The most amaz- 
ing aspect of the week for me was meeting these 
people, as they all had totally different perspectives 
and were so knowledgeable about their country and 
its politics. Meeting young people from Zimbabwe, 
for example, and hearing them talk about the cor- 
ruption in their government, made me think a lot 
about how different our lives are in the West, and 
how often we take too much for granted. 


Each evening a special activity had been planned, 
including an evening called ‘Under African Skies’ 
where we sat in an amphitheatre around a fire, 
watching African dancing and eating traditional 
foods. David Rattray, a famous historian and envi- 
ronmentalist, also spoke, telling us much about the 
background of his country, which was fascinating to 
listen to. There was also an international evening, 
where every team dressed up in traditional clothing, 
leading to a very spirited night of anthem singing 
and flag pin distribution. 


On the third day, we all took a much needed break 
from competing, and went on a day trip to a safari 
park and game reserve. At the park we came very 
close to alligators and snakes — the only thing 
between us and the former were low wooden fences, 
which at the time seemed like rather too little — and 
watched some traditional Zulu dancing. Then at the 
game reserve we got into small groups and took 
jeeps out to see the wildlife. We saw rhinos, impala, 
zebra, giraffe and even a few hippos, which was 
absolutely incredible. When we went back to the hut at 
the reserve, we swam against a background of moun- 
tains, and had a traditional barbecue under the stars. 


The following two days were spent back at 
Michaelhouse, again competing, though the last day 
was the finals, where the top competitors from each 
event participated in smaller rounds and model 
debates. | somehow made it into the debating, per- 
suasive speaking and interpretative reading cate- 
gories, so the day was spent rushing among rooms 
and trying to see all the different speakers perform. 


Following the finals, there was a banquet on the last 
night where awards were given out and some of the 
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organizers and judges gave speeches. By this stage 
everyone had made a lot of good friends and the 
atmosphere was of unique solidarity, even between 
representatives of countries that, outside the event, 
were political enemies. Leaving Michaelhouse the 
next morning, with a lot of unbelievable experiences 
and very little sleep, was strange, as so much had hap- 
pened over the week, but I think everyone came away 
deeply influenced by the people they had met and the 
talent that had been showcased. Working with some- 
one from a different country on a debate, or sharing a 
jeep with six people who all spoke different languages, 
gave us all a new perspective, and also promised great 
hope for the future as some incredible individuals 
stunned us all. 


My final position in the competition was 14th, having 
ranked 5th and 6th in debating and persuasive speak- 
ing respectively, but this was by no means the most 
important outcome of my week in South Africa. | had 
seen a new country, though unfortunately not for long 
enough, and had met people that really influenced 
me. I also participated in one of the most challenging 
and motivating events I have ever attended, where 
the ambition of everyone elevated the level of compe- 
tition massively. I can only hope that | will go back to 
South Africa someday, and that | will not forget the 
lessons that | learned on my first visit there.

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Seyond the Gates with Colm Feore: An Old Ridleian Reflects 


His booming voice, exuberant nature 
and intense gaze give him away. 
There’s no mistaking the presence of 
an actor, especially one who is at the 
top of his game. 


Colm Feore, class of 77, is only an 
hour away from taking to the stage as 
Henry Higgins in the Stratford 
Festival’s production of My Fair Lady. 
His baseball cap and blue jeans don’t 
offer a hint of Higgins’ fastidiousness. 
His smile, like his wit, comes easily. 
He speaks rapidly, but not because 
he’s in a hurry. Although crackling 
with energy, Feore seems very much 
at ease. 


And why shouldn’t he be? Hot on the 
heels of the critically acclaimed CBC 
miniseries Trudeau, Feore has made a 
triumphant return to the Stratford 
stage. Over the years, he’s been in 
more than forty Festival productions 
and has earned recognition as one 

of Canada’s preeminent 
Shakespearean actors. This season, 
reviews for My Fair Lady have been 
glowing, thanks in large part to 
Feore’s feisty Higgins, the linguist 
with a golden ear and acid tongue. 


On the big screen, the O.R. is fea- 
tured in two summer blockbusters: 
National Security and The Sum of All 
Fears. Feore has yet to see the latter, 
a Jack Ryan spy story based on the 
Tom Clancy novel. "I hear I’m terri- 
bly bad," he says. Feore means his 
character, not his performance. He 
plays a villainous black-market plu- 
tonium dealer in cahoots with Neo- 
Nazis. In December, the versatile 
actor will share the screen with 
Hollywood belles Renee Zellweger 
and Jessica Lang in the film version 
of Chicago. And these are only the

latest in a long list of screen credits. 


"The movies are fun to do," says 
Feore, "and they offer a great tonic to 
the real grunt-work of the theatre, 
which places you on the hook — com- 
mitted to the audience, committed to 
the play — for essentially a year." 
Hollywood shooting schedules, by 
contrast, are usually short and sweet. 
Though the finished product might 
not always be high-art, Feore enjoys 
the production experience. "I always 
learn something; I meet fabulously 
interesting people. What’s not to 


like?" 


A freeze-frame of Feore at this point 
in his career shows a vital, successful 
actor. So it’s hard to believe he almost 
didn’t enter the profession at all. 

At Ridley in the mid-seventies, the 
Prefect known as "Fee" excelled at 
public speaking and played First Team

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Football. American-born, he consid- 
ered becoming an FBI agent, 
although the RCMP looked promis- 
ing too. "My father, concerned that | 
should get a good, solid job, said, 
‘Well, the Mounties are just down the 
road." Feore breaks into a grin. "I 
think he had visions of me as an 
Interpol agent within a fairly short 
period of time, phoning from Geneva 
saying, ‘Yes, Dad. It’s going fine. 
Thanks for the education.”" 


But it was his success in school the- 
atre performances and House Plays 
that caught the eye of then-drama 
teacher Victor Bohlmann, who con- 
vinced him to audition for the 
National Theatre School. "I got in, 
and my parents were very nervous," 
Feore recalls. "Richard Bradley, as 
Headmaster, convinced them that it 
wasn’t a complete lost cause, that | 
might have a future somewhere." 
Aside from assuaging his par- 
ents’ worry, Bradley spoke can- 
didly with Feore about the act- 
ing profession. 
"He is a very, very wise man. He 
was extremely helpful to me at 
many points in my life, but par- 

















ticularly in talking about what future 
there could potentially be for an 
actor." Bradley had watched many 
actors suffer through dry spells in their 
careers. He warned Feore that it was a 
demanding profession with no 
promise of reward. "Victor Bohlmann, 
on the other hand, said, ‘Yes, but it’s 
magical. It’s possible. Who knows? 


Why not?" 


Feore graduated from Ridley with this 
inherited sense of pragmatism and 
possibility. It remains with him today. 
He explains that the secret to his suc- 
cess isn’t really a secret at all. "I have 
to feed the kids. I have to pay the 
mortgage," says the actor, who lives in 
Stratford with his wife Donna, a 
renowned choreographer, and their 
three children. Feore’s primary goal is 
just to keep working, and ideally to 
establish a career with some longevity 
to it. "It struck me that the only way 
[to do that] was to overwhelm produc- 
ers, directors and everybody else with 
volume. | just keep showing up. I’m 
the guy who says yes." 


He’s not sure what to say when asked 
about his most vivid memory of 
Ridley. For a moment, the eloquent 
actor is stumped. His experiences 
within the front gates were simply too 
numerous, too complex to narrow 
down. Although he does recall one 
constant: "those seminal, watershed 
moments with teachers." Feore 
believes it’s Ridley’s teachers who 
make all the difference. "They make 
what could be a miserable and lonely 
experience into a deeply enriching, 
embracing experience, one that says, 
‘You are not away from home; you’ve 
come to a place that will allow you to 


find home.”" 


ALUMNIPROFILE 





For Feore, one such watershed 
moment occurred in Richard Wright’s 
English class. Now retired from 
Ridley, the award-winning novelist 
taught Feore in grade twelve. The 
novels and poetry that Wright intro- 
duced to his class "simply changed the 
way | thought about things," says 
Feore. Wright exposed his students to 
the transcendent power of literature 
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by breathing fresh life into works by 
Chaucer and James Joyce. "He would 
sit at the corner of his desk, like the 
elfin bright spark that he is, and he 
would simply start, and demand that 
we engage with him. Well, this was a 
revelation." 


In the fall of 2001, an article appeared 
in The Globe and Mail about Feore’s 
title role in the upcoming Trudeau 
miniseries. Feore picked up the paper 
that day and to his delight, there, on 
the front page was a picture of 
Richard Wright receiving the coveted 
Giller Prize for his novel Clara 
Callan. Thrilled for his former 
teacher’s success, Feore "jumped up 
and down". He then turned to the 
entertainment section and saw a shot 
of himself in the plum role of 
Trudeau. "And I thought, ‘Oh 
Richard, I hope you know how much 
you had to do with that." 


Critics were delighted with Feore’s 
turn as one of our best-known Prime 
Minister, as were CBC viewers, who 
tuned in to the miniseries in droves. 
Yet, even in the face of playing such a 
recognizable public figure, Feore, 
much like Trudeau himself, refused to 
be intimidated. "It’s daunting to play 
Hamlet. It’s daunting to play Richard 
III or Romeo, or any part that people 
have a pretty good understanding of. 
Sometimes they know all the lines 
and they know all the moves. And 
the same is true of Trudeau, or Glenn 
Gould or any of these famous dead 
Canadians that | tend to do." 


It’s necessary, he says, to "absolve 
yourself of responsibility for the 
daunting majesty of the character." 
Feore works from the bottom up. He 
brings the character down to earth by 
asking himself, "What would the real 
guy do?" and "What might he have 
been thinking when he took certain 
actions!" 


To prepare for the role, Feore 
"researched Trudeau like crazy". 
Countless video and radio clips, stacks 
of books, magazine articles, anecdotal 
evidence from all kinds of sources — 
including "old ladies at the grocery 
store who once met Trudeau in 
Kapuskasing" — were all filtered 
through Feore’s consciousness. He 
considers this a process of distillation. 
In each frame, Feore is doing exactly 
what Trudeau director Jerry Ciccoritti 
asked of him. But behind every 
action, adding depth and nuance to 
Feore’s performance, is a profound 
understanding of Trudeau the man. 
"Tt’s essentially distilled. It’s like tak- 
ing fourteen tonnes of raspberries and 
getting a tiny bottle of Framboise."

There is no doubt that the produce from the farm 
was a cost-cutting measure particularly helpful during 
the years of the First World War, but by the end of 
the war, it had become an administrative headache 
beyond the school's mandate as an educational insti- 
tution. The fire of May, 1918, which started in the 
pig barn and destroyed Nicholls Hall (the covered 
rink) was a body blow. The energy required to build a 
new rink, a residence for the Headmaster of the 
Lower School and the new 'Pest House! infirmary, 
virtually at the same time, prevented any attention 
to farming. Furthermore, 1919 would mark J. 0. 
Miller's thirtieth year at the Ridley helm and he was 
actively preparing for his own retirement. 


The farm was sold in 1919 to a local farmer who 
maintained the facilities and continued the dairy 
operation but only for a couple of years. In the early 
1920s, the farm buildings began to disappear. One 
foundation segment could still be seen on the proper- 
ty across from the Western Gates until the recent 
construction. A brief but interesting chapter in 
Ridley's history was now closed. No sadness is report- 
ed in any of our sources. For the boys on 'gatings', 
the milking, manure forking, weeding or hoeing were 
now punishments of the past.

t is hard to imagine the changes in the Ridley land- 
ees over the past century but before Ridley Road 
and before the residential expansion of the city into 
the Western Hill, the area south and west of the 
Middle School and Second Century Building was all 
farm land. Ridley completed the purchase of the 86 
acres of land on the western side of the canal after the 
great fire of 1903 on the east side, but except for some 
golf links in the far western corner, the land lay unde- 
veloped for many years. One dream of J.O. Miller, 
Ridley's first Headmaster and agricultural hobbyist, 
was to use that land for an on-campus farm. This 
dream became a reality by 1911. The golf links and 
additional rented scrub land became pasture for dairy 
cows and several acres were plowed for grain.

Oh, wild it lay, and waste and bare 
(Tis true they used to play golf there, 
But still it was quite waste and bare 
They never cut it.)

They ploughed it up in lines and rows, 
And planted everything that grows- 
Wheat, and carrots, and potatoes, and turnips too. 
Now many a cow oer the pasture lows.... 
And the hogs are fat 


By the fall of 1911, the school's entire milk supply was 
coming from Dr. Miller's Holsteins. The herd, housed 
in a new barn building reached a high of 41 in 1916. 
This permitted the sale of surplus animals. One beast, 
named 'Violet! by the boys, averaged 30 quarts a day. 
Acta reported that this was "more than enough to fill 
the glass of every boy in the Upper School. Just think 
of that," the reporter wrote, "when next you see the 
array of glasses on the table at breakfast time, and give 
three silent cheers for Violet, the record performer of 
the Ridley College Dairy Farm". In 1915, Acta also 
reported a phenomenal yield of oats at 80 bushels to 
the acte.

A TRIBUTE TO “T” MANDEVILLE ‘40 






Ridley lost one of its most loyal American sons on the 20th May, 2002 Hubert 
Turner Mandeville (always known as "T") died in New York City, with his family 
around him. Peter, T and the late Michael Mandeville all attended Ridley in the 
late Thirties and early Forties. Their father, Ernest Mandeville, was ordained and Dr. 
Griffith awarded them clergy scholarships. T's actual years at Ridley were 1935 to 
1940. 














After degrees in engineering and law at Yale, T embarked upon a financial career in 
New York. In 1961, he established the Mandeville Foundation, which he adminis- 
tered for his family for the rest of his life. He sought out situations for benefaction 
wherever the cause was humanitarian and the need crucial. He gave support m I to 
St. Barnabas College in Johannesburg, which was a multi-racial school, long before the ending of Apartheid. He support- 
ed “Up With People”, an International youth organization, which toured the world giving goodwill concerts. Many 
Ridleians will remember the evening of their visit in 1970. Other youth organizations that won T's support were the 
Outward Bound School and the Andrew Glover Youth Program of New York. Over the years, there were many others. 





























In particular, T gave support on a grand scale to two schools: Westover School (for girls) in Connecticut, and Ridley, his 
own school. Typical of his broad vision, his giving enabled Westover to remain single-sex while he supported the policy 
of turning Ridley co-educational. He once explained: “Every school has its own direction, whether it is constant or 
changeable. | try to understand that direction.” 





T served on the Ridley board for thirty years, 1965-1995, and was the friend of generations of governors and headmas- 
ters. Over the years, he inculcated in Ridley's governance two financial policies that were better understood in New 
England’s great schools. The first was the practice of issuing matching gifts, as an incentive to giving; and the second was 
to provide a specific endowment for the maintenance of any buildings added to the existing campus. 





He took a certain gleeful delight at Board meetings in coming to the rescue of seemingly lost causes. When other schools 
were abandoning ‘cadets! in the sixties, T supplied the funds to give Ridley cadets their handsome uniforms. This meant 
that the cadet program could be changed from a relic of World War II to a citizenship training program with an annual 
ceremonial tribute to the ideals of sacrifice and service. Similarly in the Seventies, when a replacement hockey rink had 
to be funded at short notice, T was one of the generous donors who made it possible to add a second gymnasium to the 
Griffith Arena. In the Eighties, when the magnificent Second-Century Building was planned, it included a theatre. The 
cost estimates made the elimination of the theatre, a sad necessity, until T provided the extra funds, and the Mandeville 
Theatre was built. 


He understood, and indeed personified, the special affection that Ridley's Americans feel for their school. It makes them 
a little different and special; and uniquely able to proclaim the bonds between the American and Canadian peoples. To 
them, some of the eccentricities of Ridley are a delight (at least in retrospect!) and the forthright spirit of Ridley, so 
cherished from generation to generation, is a source of deep pride. T was among those who established the Ridley 
College Scholarship Fund Ine. in the United States. This powerful engine of generosity annually donates disproportion- 
ately large support to the school. Of all the Mandeville monuments around Ridley ~ this is perhaps the most potent. 


T was enormously generous and shrewd. As Michael Corke, the head of St. Barnabas has written: “He taught us the 
essential link between governance and giving" - not only to South Africans but to all recipients of his gifts. He was com- 
pellingly warm, humorous and wise. How wonderful that such a man was empowered to dispense such benefaction to so 
many. Ridley grieves the loss of T and extends its condolences to T's children and to the Mandeville family.

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The following is an excerpt from a eulogy given by Brian Iggulden ‘67 at Griffin 
Strasenburgh's funeral held June 8, 2002 in Morristown, New Jersey. 


JOHN GRIFFIN STRASENBURGH ‘66 
May 16th, 1947 — June 4th, 2002 


I was deeply touched when Suzanne called to ask me to say a few words today. I do 
so with a somewhat heavy heart because it was always my expectation that Griff and 
I would enjoy our friendship for many years to come. 





The news of Griff's death was met by Ridleians with shock, dismay, sympathy, and 
support for Suzanne, Jay, Blair, Alison and the entire Strasenburgh and Thompson 
families. Dozens of e-mails and phone calls raced amongst the Ridley family, testimony to Griff's popularity and the 
respect felt by so many for the man he was. 


I first met Griff in September 1961 when we began our careers as Ridleians, he in grade 9 — me in grade 8. During the 41 
years since, Griff has been a constant in my life; one of those friends perhaps we all have who quietly but permanently 
occupy a space in your experiences over decades. These then are some of my memories and thoughts of Griff. 


At Ridley, and at Middlebury College, Griff was an athlete. He played football and hockey well, especially football in 
which he was a lineman. Those who know the game understand that this is where the game is truly won or lost. It is 
where you compete aggressively, where you get dirty, where you receive little public recognition except by peers and 
coaches and where your value is measured by hard work and consistency. 


To me this is symbolic of how Griff lived his life. He worked hard and consistently daily to provide for his family. He 
never shied away from the difficult or dirty tasks, he never sought the public eye but when leadership was required Griff 
stepped forward. He was competitive and he loved to win. In his greatest fight which he waged over the past couple of 
years his competitiveness was never more evident. He fought, as Suzanne told me, until his last breath against the insidi- 
ous cancer that stole his life — but he went with dignity, in peace surrounded by his family and with courage. 


Courage was another character trait Griff demonstrated. My father spent 3-1/2 years as a POW in Changi Prison, 


Singapore. Life expectancy was 6 months. That experience taught him to recognize true character and courage in people. 


He admired and truly liked Griff and I have vivid memories of Griff and Dad sitting together in our family home sharing 
conversations. Dad appointed Griff Regimental Sgt. Major of the school Cadet Corps. Those of you who saw him on 
parade will remember Griff's puffed out chest, head held high with swagger stick perfectly placed under his left arm bark- 
ing his orders to the 450 of us on parade. | don't think the Corps ever had a better Regimental Sgt. Major in its almost 
100 years of existence. 


Griff loved ceremony, history and tradition. Some perhaps thought at first he was 'stuffy' but dig a little deeper and you 
found, I believe, what motivated him in this was his love of order, family and legacy. He was a gentleman with old value 


manners, considerate of others, self effacing and humble. 


I will remember his shoulder-shaking-ho ho ho laugh, his slow smile and especially that wonderful blush which started at 
his collar and spread to light up his cheeks when he was embarrassed or amused. 


All these are the memories which I have to sustain me in this sad time now and to remember him with a smile in the 
future. You will have your own. I am grateful that Griff was my friend. | am thankful he touched my life. I will miss him. 


Goodbye old friend and God Bless you.

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LAST IMPRESSIONS 


With the changing of the seasons at Ridley comes the change of sports, and 
this past term a new sport for girls was introduced at the school - Girls 


Rugby. 


I will be the first to admit I know nothing of the game. As a product of the 
Ontario High School system of the 70s I had never heard of Rugby until a 
university friend from Scotland told me of his love for “Rugger”. I witnessed 
it played by the international students on the back fields at the University 
of Waterloo and was convinced there were no rules, you had to be crazy and 
getting as dirty as possible was the main object of the game.
